Lonpon, Jan. 22.—Nothing has been 
published here in regard to the report 
that the Bank of England has recently 
been a heavy purchaser of silver bullion 
and. was contemplating the issue of 
pound notes, redeemable in silver as 
goon as the necessary authority could 
be obtained. Careful inguiries in 
financial circles this morning resulted 
in the showing that a few had heard 
the report, and they were incredulous 
as to its accuracy. The chief financial 
authorities expressed the opinion that 
the report was wholly without founda- 
tion, in fact they asserted -positively 
that the Bank of England had made no 
such purchase of bullion, and was not 
buying silver now. Further than this 
they declared that the parchase of sil- 
ver was not being made by any Lon- 
don bank. With reference to the al- 
leged intention of the Bank of England

It is cold comfort to the stock- 
man to say that what stock he has 
left after Spring opens will be 
worth as much ¢s his whole band 
were in the fall. After working 
years under discouraging circum- 
stances accumulating a herd of 
stock or a band of sheep, to have 
them swept away by the cold, 
snowy blasts of winter is calcu- 
lated to make him feel that fate 
was against every endeavor to 
‘make an honest living. The low 
price of cattle for the past few 
years has made it almost impossi- 
ble for livestock growers to keep 
even, to say nothing about a profit. 
and, after struggling against the 
odds for so long, it seems truly 
like hard luck for the elements to 


take him in hand and wipe from 


the face of the earth what he was 
fendly clinging to for his reward 
for years of uncomplaining toil. 
Still, “Live and learn” is an old 
adage, and would seem to apply in 
the present case. Thé day has 
passes When’ stockmen cau run 
large bands of stock without mak- 
ing provision for their sustenance 
in times like these, and we are 
more firmly convinced now tban 
ever before that the farmer with 
a small tract of land, prop- 
erly cultivated, and with such stock 
as the place will carry and keep 
in good condition will make more 
money in the long run than the 
man who tries to do too much. 
The soil will yield up its hidden 
riches more bountifully if properly 
cultivated and one acre will sup- 
port more cattle or sheep than ten 
will as now farmed by the great 
majority. When an individual or 
firm attempt to “farm ” the whole 
universe and have cattle scattered 
ever four or five big counties, they 


must expect leaks that it is impos-: 


sible to stop, for it is an utter im- 
possibility for them to give per- 
sonal attention to all their vast 
holdings, and every few years 
bring a winter like the present, in 
which they are likely to lose all 
they have made in former years. 
while the small farmer can turn off 
his stock yearly and live withiu 
himselfand lay up money annually. 
If the large cattlemen throughout 
the State would cut up their places 
into small tracts, invite immigra- 
tion and sell off their large hold- 
ings, we believe they would make 
more money, live happier and 


longer and lead a better life in 
every way than they do at present. 


A BLOCKADE like the present 
one chokes the channels of com- 
merce in every direction and in- 
terrupts all branches of business. 


A railroad is a great thing after. 


all, for it confers upon arteries of 
trade in every direction, and to 
have them tied up even for a few 
days makes confusion and puts 
many people to grest inconveni- 
- ence. Just now the main channel 
of commerce is blocked across the 
continent, and the traffic of the 
world. is more or less obstinated 
thereby. Still how readily a com- 
munity adjusts itself to the situa- 
tion and how good-naturedly the 
people take to the new order of 
things. They seem to realize the 
great:battle now going on in the 
mountains between man and the 
elements, and are content to wait 
‘ until skill, ingenuity and labor 
solves the problem and comes out

AN INTERESTING LETTER. 


An Unbreken Blanket of Snow 
from Aubarn, Cal., to Chicaz®. 
The following letter from R. L. Ful- 
ton was received at this office yester- 
day : 
We are fifty miles from Chicago and 
there is an unbroken blanket of snow 
from Auburn, Cal., to this place, and 
I presume to the Atlantic shore. W'e 
saw any quantity of cattle in Wvo- 
ming and Western Nebraska, all ‘oor 
and each with an overcoat of new snow 
on its bony back. The loss promises 
to be very heavy. 
E. M. Gibson of Clarks, Nebraska, 
has thirty thousand tons of hay bought 
at from $1 to $2 50a ton, several hun- 
dred thousand bushels of corn ad 
oats at thirteen cents a busbel, and he 
only has stock enough for part of it. 
He offers two and a half cents for 
steers one, two or three years old, fat 
or lean, delivered. He thinks freight 
would be about’ $7 a head. I tele- 
graphed Bradley & Russell, but got 
no answer. If you know of apy one 
with any they can reach better, tell 
them to write him. He says he 
wouldn’t have cows at any price; not 
at $4 a head. Everybody is riding 
hard for stock in Eastern Nevada, but 
they are not getting many in.

HOME HINTS AND HELPS. 


—No mother with young children 
should be willing to be without mutton 
suet, one of the most efficacious of sim- 
ple remedies. 

—Table linen should always be 
hemmed by hand. Not only does it look 
more dainty, but there is never a streak 
of dirt under the edge after being laun- 
dried as with machine sewing.—Table 
Talk. 

—Often there will be cracks and open- | 
ings along the base-boards of the room. 
Be sure to have these closed. Paste 
strips of cloth over all cracks in the 
plaster, and cover with paper like that 
on the walls. 

—Mush Pudding.—Take four eggs, 
one cup cold mush, one large tablespoon 
of butter, two-thirds of a cup of sugar. 
Stir well together; add one pint of sweet 
milk to the mixture, pour into a deep 
pan, grate nutmeg on top and bake till 
the custard becomes firm. 

—Indian Cakes.—Two cupfuls of In- 
dian meal, a teaspoonful of salt, one 
egg; scald the meal, and when cool add 
the egg well beaten and the salt; make 
into very flat cakes, and fry in boiling 
lard. Very nice with roast pork or 
served with sirup. 

—Every housewife far from a physi- 
cian or drug store should keep on hand 
a stock of simple domestic remedies, 
suitable for the ordinary little ailments 
and accidents that are apt to befall chil- 
dren. She should not wait till the 
emergency arises, but should prepare 
her store of remedies beforehand, set- 
ting aside a special closet or shelf ina 
closet as a receptacle for them.—iouse- 
hold. 

—Veal Sausage.—To three-quarters of 
a pound of veal cutlet take one-quarter 
of a pound of salt fat pork. Chop them 
together, season with fresh thyme, 
crumbled sage, a little salt and black 
pepper. Put itin a broad, shallow pan, 
with a cloth or plate over it, heat it 
gradually, and, as the juice begins to 
run from the meat, shake the pan about, 
cook very slowly, keeping it covered all 
the time.

Noted New York Lawyer.
